' Historians of ancient peoples have 
Biways found a never-ending sour:e 
of keenest enjoyment in delving into 
the Rockefeller-like fortunes of som2 
of the ancient rulers. The best known 
rj oi these, at least to the every-day 
r| reader; was Croesus. Legend attrib- 
;jutes the source of the gold from 
| which the coins used by this monarch 

were made to the sands of the River 

Pactolus. The precious metal is 
jfabled to have flowed into these 
jsands from King Midas when he 
washed away his “touch of gold” in 
jthe waters of the stream.

FIND CROESUS’ coins’ 2 


Gold Money, First Minted, mag 
Come to United States 

New York. June 14. — Thirty go 
coins belonging to the first. series of 
gold coins ever minted have been ur- 
-learthed by American archeologists who 
“lare working on the buried ruins of Sar- 
dis, the ancient Lydian capital in Asia 
Minor, Fifteen of them may come to 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

News of this discovery was brought 


to the United States by Dr. T. Leslie 
Shear, an archeologist of Columbia 


‘.| University, one of the members of the 


expedition, who was presnt at the dis- 
covery. - 

The coins are those of Croesus. the 
lJast king of Juydia and the first great 
international banker, whose name has 
‘| been a symbol’ for wealth for thou- 
-|sands of year. The coins were minted 
some time between 561 B. C., when 
| Croesus ascended the throne of Lydia. 
|and 546, when he was cuapturea py 

Cyrus, the Persian King. Some of them 
are as bright as new-minted, pieces ot 
United Statess gold money. They are 

lighter in hue, as they are of pure gold.
